Nichloas P. Lembo, owner of the Star 
Market in North Andover, would be inter- 
ested in opening a grocery store in down- 
town Andover if he could find a suitable 
location, he said last week.

Carol Garcia, 12 Forbes Lane, works 
two days a week at Veritas Group in 
North Andover, where she helps process 
workmen’s compensation claims. The 
other days, she volunteers in the Andover 
schools, dividing her time between And- 
over High School and Doherty Middle 
School. 

Each Morea school in Andover has a 
varied, dedicated corps of volunteers. No 
one seems to know exactly how many vol- 
unteers there are system wide, but 
they’re mothers and fathers and they help 
in a range of departments, and not just in 
the classrooms or on field trips. 

Although Mrs. Garcia says her sched- 
ule is hectic, she adds, ‘‘I see it as having 
a full-time job, just going to different 
places each day.”’ 

At the Doherty Middle School media 
center, Mrs. Garcia helps students check 
out books they need for research. 

She says her two sons, the youngest, a 
sixth-grader at the middle school, and the 
oldest, a freshman at the high school, 
don’t mind having their mom volunteer at 
their own schools. 

“When your children get to be in high 
school you get little or no information 
about what’s going on in their lives,’’ she 
says. 

“Being active in the schools makes 
them feel I know a little of what they are 
talking about,’’ she adds. 

Mrs. Garcia is one of nine parents who 
volunteer in Andover High School’s 
ning department and main office. 

ey assist with the clerical and secre- 
tarial duties that were performed in pre- 
vious years by a secretary. 

The high school guidance department 
lost one secretary and one counselor 
when the schools’ budgets were cut last 
August. 

“We couldn’t get through the work 
without them,’’ said Liz Slone, a secre- 
tary in the guidance office.

Police reject 
contract offer 


The police patrolman’s union, at a 
meeting Sunday, rejected the con- 
tract negotiated by their representa- 
tives and former Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony before the latter 
left office in February. 

“It was overwhelmingly reject- 
ed,” Union Vice president Dennis 
Lane said Tuesday. 

The 34 members of the union have 
been working without a contract 
since July 1. 

The delay in voting was due to a 
lack of agreement on some specific 
concessions the patrolmen had made 
in overtime hours, according to Offi- 
cer Lane. 

“Major concessions are unre- 
solved,’ Officer Lane said. ‘We 
want to get together with the town 
again as soon as possible to straight- 
en it out.” 

Acting Town Manager Anthony 
Torrisi said Tuesday that he knew 
there were a couple of issues the pa- 
trolmen were not satisfied with, but 
he was surprised by the rejection. 

‘We're going to have to find out 
what the hangup was. It was a shock 
tome,” Mr. Torrisi said. “When Ken 
left it was agreed on.” 

The patrolmen are meeting again 
Thursday to work on putting togeth- 
er a package of changes to return to 
the bargaining table with, according 
to Officer Lane.

Ken Pellerin as the girls’ varsity 
softball coach at Andover High 
School this season. Mr. Pellerin, who 
teaches at the high school, was the 
assistant coach for the last two 
years. The stipend for this position is 
approximately $2,500. 


He was named interim coach last 
week when the committee voted 
down a recommendation that Pat- 
ricia Thomson, varsity softball 
coach for the past 14 years, be re-ap- 
pointed. The team’s record for the 
last two years was 3-15 in 1989 and 1- 
18 in 1988, which the commitee said 
last week was one indication the 
team may be better served with a 
change in leadership. 


Mrs. Thomson, who teaches at 
West Elementary, filed a grievance 
with the Andover Education Asso- 
ciation more than two weeks ago, 
questioning how Dr. Kenneth Sei- 
fert, superintendent of schools, and 
Athletic Director James Hurley 
were handling the recommendation 
procedure when they originally rec- 
ommended someone else for the po- 
sition. 


The dispute centers around a let- 
ter Mrs. Thomson sent to parents of 
athletes she has coached in the 
town’s summer softball league, said 
Dr. Seifert. In the letter, Mrs. Thom- 
son said she may not volunteer her 
time for the summer league pending 
the outcome of the varsity coaching 
position, according to Dr. Seifert. 
Also contained in the letter, said Dr. 
Seifert, are ‘‘gross inaccuracies, al- 
legations and misrepresentations”’ 
concerning her low count of the 
number of female coaches in the 
school system. 


Following the filing of Mrs. Thom- 
son’s grievance, the three candi- 
dates for the position withdrew, said 
Dr. Seifert, and Mrs. Thomson was 
then recommended and not ap- 
proved for the position last week. 


Wednesday morning, Mrs. Thom- 
son had no comment on the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Pellerin to the head 
coaching position, but she said she is 
still proceeding with her grievance. 


‘The union has instructed me. We 
are still very much in the grievance 
process, so I don’t have any com- 
ment right now.”

Secretary of State Michael J. Con-

The town of Andover will 
hold its annual rabies vaccina- 
tion clinic for dogs and cats at 
West Middle School on Shaw- 
sheen Road Saturday, April 7, 
from 8:30 a.m. to noon. 

Massachusetts law requires 
vaccine be given to puppies 
and kittens at 3 to 6 months of 
age and repeated after a year. 
The vaccine given to dogs and 
cats after one year of age is 
good for three years. An $8 fee 
is payable at the time of vacci- 
nation. 

Cats should be transported 
in a cage, box or pillow case, 
while dogs should have a choke 


collar and sturdy leash. 

Dog license renewals are 
due during April. 

The town clerk’s staff will be 
at West Middle School so a dog 
license may be obtained at the 
same time the shots are given. 
Fees are males $4, females $6, 
spayed females $4. 

You must bring proof of cur- 
rent rabies vaccination if the 
dog is not given a rabies shot 
on April 7. 


A certificate indicating the 
animal was spayed is required 
when licensing a spayed dog 
for the first time.

About 150 school administrators and 
service coordinators from a dozen states 
and Canada are expected to attend a con- 
ference on community service programs 
in high schools the weekend of March 30 
to April 1 at Phillips Academy.

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AVIS will be 100 years old in 1994 


By Marta Hornidge 


To celebrate 100 years of existence is a 
mighty achievement! In four years, 1994, 
AVIS will observe its centennial. Believed 
to be the second oldest land preservation 
society in the country, it is a model for 
many communities. 

To those who associate the initials AVIS 
with a car rental business, perhaps the 
Townsman articles introducing AVIS tra- 
ils have clarified Andover’s meaning of 
this acronym. AVIS, Andover Village Im- 
provement Society, to Andover means 
conservation. 

Through land securing achievements, 
20 reservations are currently under AVIS 
control, totaling about 1,000 acres, 30 
miles of trails to hike or ski and serpen- 
tine boardwalks and sturdy bridges to 
cross. Diversity of terrain, ranging from 
ancient granite cliffs to historic rivers as 
well as a profusion of species of trees, 
wildflowers and birds lends interest and 
delight to these excursions. 

The 1,000 acres of AVIS land, combined 
with approximately 1,200 acres of And- 
over Conservation Commission property, 
have given Andover an especially desira- 
ble quality. While we are thankful for the 
efforts of the conservationists and de- 
lighted that about 21 percent of the land in 
Andover is reserved for open space (this 
figure includes all public land such as 
schools, parks, etc.), Bob Pustell, chair- 
man of the Andover Conservation Com- 
mission, feels we must not be 
complacent. 

Now is the time, he warns, that And- 
over must act fast to protect the remain- 
ing available land, mainly wetlands, that 
feed into the town’s water supply and are 
essential habitat for birds. Developers 
under the guise of ‘‘creative devel- 
opment”’ are capable of building on these 
lands. If no land had been set aside as the 
town grew to its present population, think 
how impoverished Andover would be. 

One beautiful piece, a favorite of bird 
lovers, is the West Parish Meadow, 
owned by West Parish Church, a vital link 
between Indian Ridge and Baker’s Mead- 
ow reservations. AVIS has negotiated for 
the purchase of this valuable bird haven 
meadow and is raising funds for this pur- 
pose. This project, financially the most 
ambitious AVIS has ever undertaken, is 
extremely important to our town. 

AVIS land has been purchased, donated 
or leased. No public funds have ever been 
expended in the acquisitions. Devoted ef- 
fort has gone into these endeavors, often 
a race against the experienced moves of

developers. To mention the names of only 
a few of the determined conservationists 
in the history of AVIS would be unfair, 
but one man recognized by all as the out- 
standing ‘father of Andover conserva- 
tion,’ and ‘‘the conscience of the town’”’ is 
Harold R. Rafton.

Colonial condos get connected 


The final 66 units of the Colonial Drive 
Condominiums were connected to the de- 
velopment’s sewage treatment plan Tues- 
day, ending years of pressure by the 
Board of Health to stop using septic sys- 
tems at the site, according to Health Di- 
rector Everett F. Penny. 

The 66 units had been on septic systems 
that failed three times since 1973. The oth- 
er 160 units of the 226-unit development 
were connected to an on-site private 
treatment plant. 

The health department gave the com- 
plex a “‘lot of bad press” in pressuring the 
owners into connecting the remaining 
units to the treatment plant, and they 
should now be commended for their coop- 
eration, Mr. Penny said. 


Mobil begins soil testing 

Mobil Oil has begun testing for contam- 
ination to the soil around its gasoline sta- 
tion at 309 Lowell St. near Interstate 93 to 
be sure leaking gasoline tanks have not 
contaminated the town’s drinking water, 


according to Mr. Penny. : 

Mobil replaced the steel gasoline stor- 
age tanks at the site with Fiberglas tanks 
three years ago. In November the fire de- 
partment issued a permit to replace a 500- 
gallon heating oil tank on the site also. — 

Tests of the soil under the heating oil 
tank indicated the earth was contami- 
nated with ‘“‘weathered gasoline,” proba- 
bly from the old steel gasoline tanks that 
had been removed previously, according 
to the health director. 


“The problem is that that station is 
about 50 feet from Fish Brook, part of the 
town’s water supply,” Mr. Penny said. 

Mobil, with encouragement from the 
Board of Health and the Department of 
Environmental Protection, began testing 
this week to find out how extensive the —_ 
plume of contamination extends.

downtown. 

Mr. Lembo attended the meeting to 
hear the group’s strategy and see how it 
might affect his idea for a grocery store 
downtown. He also talked to some commi- 
tee members about locations. 

“Obviously I’m looking for an opportu- 
nity,’ Mr. Lembo said. ‘If something 
were available I would have interest, 


yes.” 
That ‘‘something” would be a large 
building with adjacent parking. 


“The minimum you like to have is a 
20,000-square-foot building,” the grocer 
said. “‘A 25,000-square-foot building would 
be even better.”’ 

Barcelos market has roughly 10,000 
square feet, and Mr. Lembo said that is 
just too small. 

“It’s a tight store,’ Mr. Lembo said. 

The subcommittee did not directly ad- 
dress the subject of a supermarket down- 
town, and talks with members of the 
group afterward did not produce an 
promising possibilities for him to consid- 
er, according to Mr. Lembo. 

“Realistically, there is nothing under 
the horizon or over the horizon,” he said. 
“There isn’t very much in town.” 

Mr. Lembo did not say what, if any, 
properties he has looked at or considered. 
He did say he would continue to attend 
the subcommittee meetings and will re- 
main open to suggestions. 

The group meets again at 7 a.m. Fri- 
day, April 6. 

Not a single issue 

Former Town Manager Kenneth Maho- 
ny, a member of the subcommittee, told 
the group that it is a mistake to look for a 
single issue as the problem downtown. 

“In reality, it’s a whole bunch of 
things,’ Mr. Mahony said. 

High rents for retail and office space, 
some at $22 to $24 per square foot or high- 
er, have been pinpointed as one of the 
problems for many businesses within the 
central business district. (See related sto- 
ry.) There is a reason for that, according 
to Mr. Mahony. 

“Since there’s no cushion at the border, 
there’s no transition zone,’’ Mr. Mahony 
said. 

A marginal business has to either pay 
Ee ale rent or move out, Mr. Mahony 
said. 


Softening the requirements in the 
mostly single-residence zoning that bor- 
ders downtown could provide an opportu- 
nity for some of those businesses to move 
away from the high rents on Main Street 
but remain downtown, Mr. Mahony said. 

Interpretation of the bylaws is also 
problem, according to the former town 
manager. 

“We have a very sophisticated Plan- 
ning Board here in Andover, but the by- 
laws are interpreted by the building 
inspector,” Mr. Mahony said. 

Without being critical of Building In- 
spector Sam DeSalvo, Mr. Mahony said 
Mr. DeSalvo is not a lawyer or a planner, 
and that the bylaw is open to varied appli- 
cation. 

Mr. Mahony even said that although he 
and Benjamin Osgood, owner of the for- 
mer Andover Lanes building on Park 
Street, have differed over what should be 
done with the Lanes building, Mr. Osgood 
is not necessarily wrong. 

“It’s the a of the bylaw,” 
Mr. Mahony said. 

Mr. Osgood has not been able to devel- 
op the Lanes building for retail use be- 
cause it does not have adequate parking, 
according to the town’s interpretation of 
the parking bylaw. 

Mr. Mahony will, for the next subeom- 
mittee meeting, prepare a list of various 
plans, parking and other, which never 
made it out of the discussion stage during 
his eight years in office. 


Focus on recommendations 

Bill Dalton, Planning Board and sub- 
committee member, tried to define the 
focus of the subcommittee. He said the 
group should not try to go as far as chang- 
ing bylaws, but should instead focus on 
making recommendations to appropriate 
boards. 

In discussing a time frame for how long 
the subcommittee would take to complete 
its study of the central business district, 
Hooks Johnston, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee, compared it to another study that 
took a year to complete. 

“I’m not thinking that long. I don’t 
th we have that long,’ Mr. Johnston 
said. 

Subcommittee members will visit busi- 
ness in the central business district this 
and next week to get feedback. 


Citizens want downtown action 


Four citizens have collected the signa- 
tures of 195 residents on a petition asking 
Planning Board Chairwoman Susan Stott 
to take seriously the loss of basic conve- 
niences from the downtown business dis- 
trict. 

The letter, signed by Sheila LaMon- 
tagne of 63 Chestnut St., did not state 
where or when the signatures were ob- 
tained, but was received by the Planning 
Board March 15. It said the 195 signatures 
were obtained in just four hours. 


“The plight and the potential blight of 
the Andover Central Business District is 
of great concern,”’ the letter read. 

The prepose of the petition was to let 
Anthony Torrisi, acting town manager,

“The pricing in the down- 
town area is comparable to a 
much more active area,’’ she 
said. 

In Andover, the woman 
checked the new mini-mall on 
Chestnut Street, where the 
Earth Food Store recently 
moved, and found that too ex- 

nsive also. 

“Tt’s $19 to $26 (a square foot 
a year), plus $3.25 for a main- 
tenance fee so it’s more like 
$22 to $29 a square foot,” said 
the woman. 

“You can’t do business and 
make a living with that.” 

Glenda MckKertich, who 
owns the Earth Food Store 
with her husband, Walter, 
hopes that’s not true. 


Although she describes 
downtown Andover retail 
space rents as “a big prob- 
lem,’”’ and “Boston prices,” 
Mrs. McKertich hopes she and 
her husband were right when 
they decided the time was 
right to move into larger space 
in the downtown. 

“We have sunk everything 
we have into this,” she said. 
“This is it.” 

Although she called the cur- 
rent economic picture in the 
state ‘‘scary,”’ Mrs. McKertich 
said the space on Chestnut 
Street was available, the tim- 
ing was right and they had loy- 
al and steady customers. 

Asked what the downtown 
needs right now, Mrs. McKer- 
tich didn’t hesitate. ‘“‘A super- 
market, a hardware store and

“Those are the anchors of any 
downtown.” 

Barbara Smith, an agent 
with Hunneman and Company 
Better Homes and Gardens, 6 
Park St., said the space at the 
Chestnut Street mini-mall 
where the Earth Food Store is 
located is renting for ‘‘around 
$20” a square foot. 

“Tt depends on where you go 
in the building,” said Ms. 
Smith. 

Paul Salafia, of 2 Bryan 
Lane, owns the building at 10- 
16 Post Office Square. Mr. Sa- 
lafia said his rental rates 
range from $18 to $20.

“Sometimes it seems like child 
abuse,”’ says Ms. O’Neill, of Argyle 
Street, the wife of Paul and mother 
of three —Kel, 19-year-old Kym, a 
student at Drew University in New 
a and 14-year-old Kramer, an 
eighth-grader at West Middle 
School.

“Tt looked like he wouldn’t play at 
all this week,” Ms. O’Neill says. But

, and Ms. O’Neill thought her 
son might play in Wednesday’s mati- 
nee. (She thinks now he will play 
Wednesday and Saturday 2 p.m. 
matinees and Monday and Thursday 
8 p.m. shows.) 

His mother was so moved by Kel’s 
reaction to his missed cue that she 
told him he could get out of the 


whole production and still save face. 
But her son never even considered 
dr M co out. 

ere are two sets of producers 
for the play, according to Ms. O’N- 
eill. First, the New York set came to 
Boston and got the production off the 
ground. Then they left and now there 
is a local set leading the play, and 
that set includes the woman who 
chewed out Kel. 

“Tt seems to work but it’s not ex- 
actly warm and fuzzy,” says Ms. 
O’Neill. ‘I tend to think of kids’ egos 
as being a bit more fragile than 
adults’. But he seems to be doing 
well under it all.’’ 

It hasn’t been easy for Kel to put 
in scores of hours at Boston’s Shu- 
bert Theatre and also maintain his 
good grades as a fifth-grader at 
West Elementary School. But Ms. 
O’Neill expects his schedule to 
straighten out soon and when it does, 
Kel will have Sundays off. Then he’ll 
have at least one day of the week, 
Monday, when he arrives at school 
fresh and rested.

The salary has produced some fric- 
tion in the O’Neill household. Kel’s 
parents have decided to give him $10 
a week, which is $8 more than he 
ever had, his mother points out. 
They’re erieeg the rest away for 
school, whether that be for tuition at 
Phillips Academy, which Kel has ex- 
pressed some interest in attending, 
or for college tuition. 

All in all, Ms. O’Neill is glad her 
son landed this part, although she 
feels conflict about it. 

‘T’m glad that he got the opportu- 
nity that many kids his age don’t 
get,’”’ she says. “I think he may be 
pushed into growing up faster.” 

But Ms. O’Neill admits that being 
pushed to grow up may not be ail 
bad for her son. ‘‘He tends to be a 
little flaky,”’ she says. ‘‘He is going 
to have to focus in and take responsi- 
bility for some things.”

Kramer and Kel are different 
types of actors, says their mother. 
Kramer, who recently appeared 
here in ‘“‘The Sound Music,”’ is 
much calmer, more logical, more 
pragmatic, to use his mother’s 
words. 


“He has a very good voice and he 
sings rock music and plays guitar,” 
she says of Kramer. 

Kel, on the other hand, has natural 
acting talent. “He can make tears 
happen from nowhere,’ she ex- 
plains. “‘He can get into a part. He 
has a good voice. I don’t know when 
it will change.”

Tonight, Thursday, when the

SHED is settled in portable classess 


Sydney Bialo, director of SHED, 
the Shawsheen Extended Day pro- 
gram that’s located on Anne’s 
Way, just across the parking lot 
from Shawsheen School, tells us 
she feels there hasn’t been closure 
in the Townsman gn 
of the program’s Nha 
recent issues. se 

She says that @ 
since the portable 
classrooms have 
been added for the 
daycare/enrich- 
ment program, we 
haven’t run a pho- 
to. So I went down 
for a visit late last Perry Catlin 
week. Talking with kids and visit- 
ing schools is a part of my job that 
I like very much. 

The portables look good. The 
two rooms, called the yellow class- 
room and the blue classroom, are 
large, sunny, and full of bright and 
cheerful drawings. I met smiling 
teachers, kids who wanted to be 
photographed, a turtle who likes to 
sleep under his water bowl and a 
hall full of the latest masterpieces. 

When you drive up to the mod- 
ular classrooms you almost miss 
them. Neighbors had been worried 
about so-called portable buildings 
being erected there, an attitude 
Ms. Bialo says she understood. 
But she, too, thinks the facility 
looks fine. , 

It all started six years ago when 
the Department of Community 
Services began an after-kinder- 
garten program, in both the morn- 
ing and the afternoon. The first 
year, it was a town program. The 
second, the town decided it didn’t 
want to be in the daycare business 


— probably because of potential 
liability problems — so SHED be- 
came a non-profit corporation, 
according to Ms. Bialo. It’s still 
under the wing of DCS. 

Two years ago, Shawsheen 
School needed more space so in 
February of that year, SHED was 
told it would have to move out by 
the next September. Parents were 
able to push for another year at 
the Shawsheen School location. 
(There are about 400 kindergartn- 
ers, and of those, about 100 go to 
SHED every year.) 

SHED looked at houses in the 
area, which turned out to be too 
expensive, so portable classrooms 
became the solution. Former 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
came up with one of his creative 
financing plans, and he arranged 
for the town to loan SHED $150,- 
000, through a bond issue. SHED 
added the $150,000 to $60,000 it al- 
ready had and the organization 
bought the portables. At last 
April’s Town Meeting, the bond is- 
sue for SHED’s portable class- 
rooms was the hot item of 
discussion. 

Last November, SHED moved 
into its modular rooms. In Jan- 
uary, SHED held an open house. 
Now they’re settled there, getting 
ready to plant some bulbs, and 
SHED is paying back $30,000 a 
year to the town. 

Tuition covers that cost, along 
with the remainder of its ex- 
penses. Tuitions range because 

ere are nine levels of pay, due to 
the differing amount of hours chil- 
dren spend there. For five days of 
7 a.m, to 6 p,m, with 24 of those 
hours. spent in) kindergarten, a 


child’s fee is $395 a month. The 
staff totals 13, which includes six 
full-time teachers. At a given 
time, there are 38 children in the 
rooms. Some attend three days, 
some four. Ms. Bialo tells us 
oe services almost 100 fami- 
es. 

It’s a popula program. pegs 
tration is Monday, April 23. " 
Bialo says people start coming to 
the site at 3 or 4 p.m. for a 6 p.m. 
registration time because it’s a 
first-come, first-serve basis. 
Usually about 130 register and 
SHED takes only 80. 

“And I get calls all year,’’ Ms. 
Bialow adds.

It is outrageous to me that the U.S. 
did everything it could to sabotage 
the effort of this progressive govern- 
ment while supporting countries 
with horrific human rights abuses 
such as Chile and El Salvador. 

The outcome of U.S. efforts should 
not be seen just as the ‘peaceful 
election’’ of their chosen candidate 
but in the impoverishment of a peo- 
ple, in 30,3000 dead and 60,000 
wounded, in gross violations of inter- 
national laws, condemned in the in- 
ternational Court of Justice and now 
in the election of a fragile coalition 
government which includes every- 
thing from the Nicaraguan Commu- 
nist Party to members of the former 
dictator Somoza’s National Guard. 
Fear that the U.S. would continue 
the war if the FSLN was a major 
factor in voting against the FSLN, a

by 5.25 percent. This is being done 
by. reducing administrative staff 
(among other things) without affect- 
ing essential services (faculty posi- 
tions, debt services, etc.). The state 
should do the same. 

I agree with G.F. Gustus that my 
10-percent, across-the-board spend- 
ing cut is a “simplistic” solution. 
Yet, hasn’t it really come to that? 
State legislators can’t agree on what 
programs should be cut, but the an- 
swer is not to spend money on every- 
body’s programs. Higher state 
income taxes (again) and Proposi- 
tion 2% override are not good an- 
swers either. 


Proposition 2% was another ‘‘sim- 
plistic” idea that has, in effect, in- 
creased accountability for spending 
at the local level. Proposition 2% 
works when towns like Andover 
spend within their means. Contrary 
to Gustus’ assertion, state aid to cit- 
ies and towns did not ‘‘grow to ridic- 
ulous levels’? over the last five 
years. Rather, local aid increased at 
approximately the same rate (69.3 
percent) as overall state spending 
(67.3 percent). Now, cities and towns 
must reduce their spending, just as 
the state must. 


This year local aid is approxi- 


mately 30 percent ($3.8 billion) of 
the total state budget ($12.6 mbil- 
lion). Perhaps the remaining local 
aid funds are the legislators’ last 
hope to avoid a (suicidal) increase 
in state income taxes. Any confisca- 
tion of local aid should be resisted in 
the courts, as many mayors have 
promised. 

For now I feel state (and local) 
spending must be reduced, especial- 
ly in view of revenue uncertainty in 
this and future years. To date, legis- 
lators have not done enough in this 
regard.

He’s been icoagted at Syracuse 
and the University of Massachu- 
setts, two of the top collegiate gym- 
nastics teams in the East, and he’s 
waiting to hear from Boston College, 
Vermont and Merrimack. 

Naturally he’s looking for some fi- 
nancial help, but they don’t hand out 
scholarships with the same frequen- 
on gymnastics as they do in foot- 

all. 

“They (gymnastics coaches at 
these schools) know who I am, but 
there are a lot of really good gym- 
nasts in other parts of the country,” 
said Jason.: “Gymnastics is much 
bigger in the South and West.”

Board welcomes Outwin 


By Lisa A. Boudreau 


The School Com- 
mittee started its 
Tuesday night 
meeting by welcom- 
ing its newest mem- 
ber, Dr. Christopher 
Outwin, who won 
the three-year term 
in Monday’s Town 
Elections. The com- 
mittee then unani- 
mously elected 
Andres Salazar its 
chairman and Rich- 
ard Hubbell its sec- 
retary. 

In other business, 
the committee dis- 
cussed budget items 
outlined by the ad- 
ministration as pos- 
sible areas for 
reductions, includ- 
ing user fees for 
busing and elimi- 
nating one custodi- 
an 


The committee 
discussed for over 
an hour ways to 
save money on the 
estimated $1.3 mil- 
lion transportation 
budget. Dr. Kenneth 
Seifert, superinten- 
dent of schools, said 
approximately $60,- 
000 could be saved if 
Andover adopted 
the state mandated 
limit that only chil- 
dren two miles and 
more from schools 
are eligible to be 
bused, and/or in- 
cluding user fees for 
those children clos- 
er to the schools. 

Currently, sec- 
ondary school stu- 
dents living two 
miles or more from 
the schools are 
bused and elemen- 
tary students who 
live more than 1% 
miles are bused. 
Students are bused 
from within this 
limit if the police 
department says 
the roads leading to 
the school are haz- 
ardous. 

Frank Paul, assis- 
tant superintendent 
of operations, said 
85 percent of And- 
over’s school chil- 
dren are now eli- 
gible to be bused. 
According to Mr. 
Paul, the town re- 
ceives about 45 per- 
cent reimbursement 
from the state for 
students it buses 
more than two 
miles: to «secondary 


school and 1% miles 
to elementary 
schools. 

To recoup the 
losses in state re- 
imbursement if the 
two-mile standard 
were adopted, the 
committee would 
have to implement 
a user fee of approx- 
imately $100 per 
bused student, un- 
der the two-mile 
limit, said Mr. Paul. 

The committee in- 
structed the admin- 
istration to return 
with more informa- 
tion on how much 
money could be 
saved by adopting 
the uniform two- 
mile limit and im- 
plementing user 
fees for all busing, 
inclunding athletic 
away games. 

Another proposal 
to save at least $75,- 
000 in heating and 
utilities costs would 
be to eliminate all 
after-school and 


weekend uses of the 
school Lee, To 
keep the buildings 
open the committee 
considered charging 
the Department of 
Community Serv- 
ices, which holds 
classes in the build- 
ings, $75,000 to de- 
frey costs. 

Also under consid- 
eration is returning 
$6,360 set aside for 
the first time in next 
year’s budget for 
stipends for the five

Andres Salazar, 
suggested the com- 
mittee and adminis- 
tration look into the 
legality of how the 
money may be re- 
fused by the com- 
mittee members 
and returned to the 
budget. 

“T’m not trying to 
do a_ grandstand 
play here, but every 
little bit counts,” 


said Mr. Salazar. 
The School Commit- 
tee’s chairman is 
paid $1,500 and com- 
mittee members re- 
ceive$1,200. 

The committee is 
also considering 
cutting $10,000 from 
its legal services 
budget for next 
year. Dr. Seifert 
said $16,000 would 
be sufficient now 
that negotiations 
with the Andover 
Education Associa- 
tion for teacher con- 
tracts are complete. 

The committee 
scheduled a work 
session this Satur- 
day, March 31, for 9 
a.m. at the School 
Administration 
Building on Whittier 
Street to further dis- 
cuss cuts in next 
year’s budget.
